It 
certainly wouldn't hurt for you to drop him a note and I would 
appreciate your marketing initiative. I think it would be better 
if you wrote rather than me. By the way I assume you know by now 
he is the AID Director because his boss recently died of cancer. 

For your information I have been in Jamaica for a little 
more than three years. I work in the Regional Housing and Urban 
Development Office as a personal services contractor (known in the 
trade as a PSC) . I manage several urban development related 
projects, particularly the Inner Kingston Development Project 
which is attempting to generate jobs and revitalize downtown 
Kingston. Previously I worked for AID in Barbados and managed a 
Housing Guarantee project to provide loans to low income families. 


I don't know any good Jamaican gossip to tell you. As I 
mentioned everyone is concerned about the exchange rate but except 
for the occasional murder and scandal everything has been pretty 
quiet. The government still seems to have the confidence of the 
country. In terms of my plans my contract expires in June so I 
need to begin thinking soon whether to stay with AID or figure out 
some other way to make a living.
